Being at the head of his brigade, he 
plunged in first, and, his horse becoming 
mired at once, he dismounted and waded 
across alone under the enemy’s fire.

over, and when about forty had joined him, 
he rushed upon the battery, and took 


it after a hand-to-hand fight with 
the gunners, the enemy having deemed 
the battery so secure that, no in- 


fantry supports had been placed near it. 
At Fisher's Hill, in pursuing Gen. Early, 
on September 22, 1864, Col. Hayes, then 
in command ofa division, executed a bril- 
liant flank movement over mountains and 
through woods difficult of access; took 
many pieces of artillery and routed the 
enemy. At the battle of Cedar Creek, Oc- 
tober 19, 1864, the conduct of Col. Hayes 
attracted so much attention that his com- 
mander, Gen. Crook, on the battlefield, took 
him by the hand, saying: ‘Colonel, from 
this day you will be a Brigadier-General.”’ 
The commission arrived a few days after- 
ward, and on March 13, 1863, he received 
the rank of brevet major-general ‘‘forgal- 
lant and distinguished cervices during the 
campaign of 1864 in West Virginia, and par- 
ticularly at the battles of Fisher's Hill and 
Cedar Creek, Va.*’ Of his military services, 
Gen. Grant, in the second volume of his 
memoirs, says: *On more than one occa- 
sion in these engagements Gen. R. B.Hayes, 
who succeeded me as President of the 
United States, bore a very honorable part. 
His conduct on the field was’ marked by 
conspicuous gallantry,as well as the display 
of qualities of a higher order than mere per- 
sonaldaring. Having entered the army asa 
major of volunteers at the beginning of the 
war, Gen. Hayes attained by meritorious 
service the rankof brevet Major-Genefal 
before its close.’’ While Gen. Hayes was in 
the field, in August,1864, he was nominated 
by a Republican district convention at Cin- 
cinnati in the Second District of Ohio as 
candidate for Congress. When a friend 
Sugcestedto him that he should takea 
-leave of absence from the army in the field 
for the purpose of canvassing the district, 
he answered: ‘Your suggestion about get. 
ting a furlough to take the stump was cer. 
tainly made without refiection. Am officer 
fit for duty, who, at this crisis, would aban- 
don his post to electioneer for a seat in 
Congress, ought to be scalped.”’ He was 
elected by a majority of 2400. The Ohio 
soldiers in the field nominated him also for 
the Governorship of his State. ge 
In August, 1866, Gen. Hayes was renomi. 
nated for Congress by acclamation, and, 
‘after an active canvass, was réelected by 
thesame majority as betore. Hesupported 
the impeachment o. Andrew Johnson., In 
' the House of Representatives he won the 
reputation, not of an orator, but of a work- 
ing legislator and a man of calm, sound 
judgment. In June, 1867, the Republican 
convention of Ohio nominated him for the

nated Judge AllenG. Thurman. The ques- 
tion of negro suffrage was boldly pusheu to 
the foreground by Gen. Hayes in an ani.

In July, 1872, Gov. Hayes was strongly 
urged by many Republicans in Cincinnati 
ta accept a nomination for Congress. 

Wishing to retire permanently from_polit- 
'jcal life, he declined; but when he was 
nominated in spite of his protests, he 
finally yielded his consent. In his many 
speeches during the campaign he put for- 
ward as the principal issues an honest 
financial policy and civil service reform. 
Several sentences on civil service re- 
form that he pronounced.in a speech 
at Glendale on September, 4, 
were to appear again in his letter accept- 
ing the nomination for the Presidency four 
years later. In 1872 the current of public 
sentiment in Cincinnati ran against the 
Republican party, and Gov. Hayes was de. 
feated in the election by a majority of 
1500. President Grant offered him the 
office of Assistant Treasurer of the United 
States at Cincinnati, which he declined. 
In 1873 he established his home at Fre- 
mont, in the’northern part of Ohio, with 
the firm intention of final retirement from 
public life. In 1874 he came into posses- 
Sion of 4 considerable estate, as the heir of 
his uncle, Sardis Birchard. In 1875 the 
Republican State Convention again nomi- 
nated him for the Governorship. . . . . 
Thus he became the leader of the advocates 
ofa sound and stable currency in that 
memorable State canvass, the public dis- 
cussion in which did so much to mould the 
sentiments of the people, especially in the 
Western States, with regard to that impor- 
tant subject, The Democratic convention 
adopted a platform declaring that the vol- 
ume of the currency (meaning the irre-

warmth of patriotic feeling and that good 
sense in the statement of political issues, 
which, uttered in language always temper. 
ate and kindly, gave him the ear of op- 
ponents as well as friends. The. canvass, 
on account of the national questions 
involved in it, attracted attention in 
parts of the country, and Gov. 
Hayes was well supported by speakers from 
other States. Another subject had been 
thrust upon the people of Ohio by a _legis- 
lative attempt to divide the school fund be- 
tween Catholics and Protestants, and Hayes 
vigorously advocated the cause of secular 
education. After an ardent struggle he 
carried the election by a majority of 5500. 
He had thus not only won the distinction of 
being elected three times Governor of his 
State, but,-as the successful leader ina 
campaign for an honest money system, he 
was advanced to a very prominent position 
among the public men of the country, and 
his name appeared at once among those of 
possible candidates for the Presidency. 
While thus spoken of and written to, he 
earnestly insisted upon the maintenance by 
his party of an uncompromising position 
concerning the money question.

The administration of President Hayes, 
although much attacked by politicians of 
both parties, was, on the whole, very satis. 
factory tothe people at large. By with- 
drawing the Federal troops from the 
Southern stateshouses and restoring to 
the people of those States practical self- 
government it prepared the way for their: 
revival of patriotism among __ those 
lately estranged from the Union, 
that. fraternal teeling . between the 
two sections of the country, and 
the wonderful material . advancement 
of the South which we now witness. It 
conducted with wisdom and firmness the 
preparation for the resumption of specie 
payments, as well as the fumding of the pub- 
lic débt ata lower rate of interest, and 
thus facilitated the development of the re- 
markable business prosperity that contin- 
ued to its close. While in its endeavors to 
effect athrough and permanent reform of 
the civil service, there were conspicuous 
lapses and inconsistencies, it accomplished 
important and lasting results. 

Not only without any appropriations of 
money and without encouragement of any 
kind from Congress, but in the face of a 
decided hostility of a large majority of its: 
members, the system of competitive exam!i- 
nations was successfully applied in some 
of the executive departments at Washing- 
ton, and inthe great Government offices 
at New York, thus provingits practicability 
and usefulness. The removal by Presi- 
dent Haves of some of the most powerful 
party managers from their offices, avow- 
edly on the ground that the offices had 
been used as a part of the political machin- 
ery, was an actof high courage, and dur- 
ing his administration there was far less 
meddling with party politics on the part of 
the officers of the Government than at any 
The 
success of the Republican party in the elec- 
tion of 1880 was largely owing tothe gen- 
eral satisfaction among the people with the 
Hayes administration. 

On the expiration of his term ex-Presi- 
dent Hayes retired to his home in Fremont, 
O. He was the recipient of various distinc- 
tions. The degree of LL.D. was conferred 
upon him by Kenvon College, Harvard Uni- 
versity.

An Important New Deal With the Pan- 
ama Railroad. 

New York, Jan. 17.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]

Gen. Rutherford B. Haves, who 
died at his old Ohio home last night,

He had 
served in Congress, and was three times 
Governor of a great State. Inall of 
his public. and private life he proved 
himself to be above all a patriot, a 
philanthropist, a conscientious public 
servant, and an honest man. His pub- 
lic utterances are marked by strength, 
candor, courage and a high sense of 
manly feeling. He has been aused by

acts traduced; and he has been misun- 
derstood and wmisjudged~ “by many 
who ‘should have been his friends.

‘To this class of philosophers belongs 
the editor of a newspaper published not 
a thousand miles from Sacramento. A 
year or two ago, when the question of 
restricting or prohibiting gambling at 
the State Fair was up for consideration, 
he threw his influence against all such 
measures. ‘‘People will gamble, any- 
how,” he said. ‘‘It is inherent in their 
natures. What folly to try to suppress 
gambling by law! License it, and let 
it go on.’’ He did not’ stop . to 
consider that gambling’ is one of 
the evil passions of mankind, like 
theft, robbery murder, and 
that while these evil passions will un- 
doubtedly go on to the end of time, it is 
the province of all good government to 
He 
did not note the fact that gambling at 
the State Fair has been debauching and 
destroying an institution designed t» 
promote the legitimate industry of agri- 
culture in California. ‘License it, and 
lét it go on’’ was his easy way of com- 
promising with conscience. 

‘A few days ago, in commenting on 
the fact that ex-United States Consul 
Webb is soon to return to this country 
from Manila as an apostle of Islamism, 
and that one of the features of that 
faith which he hopes to introduce is 
polygamy, this same Sacramento moral- 
ist observed that it was probably all 
right.

This lowering of the Standards of, 


morality by discrediting all the honesty 
and all the virtue and conscientiousness 
in the world is the devil’s own device for 
hurrying people along the downward 
path. If mankind but listens to this 
siren song long enough, all liberty will 
end in license, and all morality will 
land in the gutter. 

Whether such counsel is given by a 
‘personal devil or by a man who promul- 
gates his doctrines through the columns 
of a newspaper, the tendency is in the 
same direction, and the mischief is as 
far-reaching as the influence of the re- 
spective personages can make it. 
Probably the devil himself would find 
his efforts more fruitful if he had a 
newspaper organ through which to 
make his sophistries public. 

We have no patience with this sort 
of character-wtecking philosophy. Its 
inculeation among the older generation 
of Californians, and among the present 
generation in some sections, has done 
more to break down moral standards, 
lead to debauchery, intemperance, dis- 
honesty and the smashing of the whole 
ten commandments, than any other sin- 
gle influence that has been abroad in the 
land.

TIE THAT BINDS. 


The Crosstie Problem is Be- 
coming Serious. 


Striking Facts and Figures About the An- 
pual Consumption. of Rallway Ties— 
Metal as a Substitute 
2 for Wood. 


By investigating the railroad tie. 
question some valuable data has been | 
secured, . as shown below. As rail- 
roads consume moré of the best timber 
of this country than any other industry, 
the substitution of metal for wood 
surely is astepin the right direction 
toward the preservation of our forests. 
The average life of ‘a crosstie has been 
found to be five years, taking into con- 
sideration all the different woods used 
from which ties are made. Poor's An- 
nual (1891,) states that the number of 
miles of railroad in the United States 
‘is 210,000, Allowing 2600 to 8000 
“ties per mile, there must be upward of 
550,000,000 in use in the United 
States. 

As the average ‘life of a crosstie is 
placed at five years, 113,000,000 ties 
~would be used each year. Doubtless 
some would be used in side tracks, etc., 
for a longer period, hence a total aver- 
age life of six or seven years might be 
nearer the correct estimate. This 
woula make the number annually re- 
quired in the United States some 80,- 
(000,000 or 90,000,000, which requires 
more than 2, 500, 000,000 of feet net 
(board measure) of our best timber. 
This for crossties alone. Now add the 
large amount required for bridge ma-_ 
terial, which, like the crosstie, calls. 
for the best quality of timber; then add 
some millions more for street-car lines, 
and you have a grand total running into. 
the billions of feet (7,500,000, 000. 
of feet, estimated.) | 
_..While these figures are startling in 
themselves, the worst feature is that 
this is the ammount required for railroad. 
purposes only for a single year.’ Each. 
succeeding year calls. for an ever-in- 
creasing amount. Well may the ‘‘friends. 
of our forests’’ stand appalled. |

“The consumption in Michigan, Wis- 
consin and Minnesota of merchantable 
standing timber of all varieties, by the 
manufacturing industries operating 
mills, whose reports are presented here- 
with, is shown in table twelve to have ag- 
gregated 9,845,113,654 feet (scaled 
measure) during the census year, to 
which should be added the timber cut 
and manufactured by establishments 
having mills located in other States. 
From reports embracing the operatiors 
at such places, it appears that about 
750,000,000 feet is‘manufactured at 
points on the Mississippi River and 75,- 
000,000 feet at points on Lake Erie. 
These quantities, added to the domestic 
consumption, aggregate 10,670,000,- 
000 feet of standing timber consimed 
annually for raw material. It also ap- 
pears from the reports of the mill es- 
tablishments referred to that the quan- 
tity of standing timber now owned by 
them is only sufficient at’this rate of 
consumption to supply their require- 
‘ments for four or five years.”’ 

. While oak comprises 60 per cent. of 
the ties used, the entire. oak product of 
‘the three States would furnish less than 
one-tenth of the ties used, this. year; 
make all the hemlock, cedar, elih and 
oak into ties, now growing in the above 
named States, it would still be less than 
half of this year's consumption; com- 
ment is unnecessary. 

Steel is rapidly taking the place of 
wood in all industries, and it is be- 
lieved that the roadbeds of the leading 
railroads of the United States will, in 


the near future, benoexception.. Steel: 


crossties will not only be found cheaper, 
‘put many of the prevailing accidents 
will be avoided by their use. 

Trials of steel ties have been made in 
different parts of the United States, 
most of the reports being satisfactory. 
The following extracts from Govern- 
ment reports cover this subject: 

Metal crossties are nolonger an experi-. 
ment. There are over twenty-five thou- 
sand miles of railroad now using metal 
ties in foreign countries, ‘being 13.21 per 
cent. of their total mileage.~ This percent- 
agc is steadily increasing, as indicated by 
reports from several railways, in which it 
is stated that metal ties are being substi- 
tuted for wooden ties, either in large sec- 
tions of track, or by replacing wooden ties 
with metal ties as renewals are required.”’ 

Durability.—Metal ties after twenty-five 
years of use show but little wear, and a loss 
of only #4 per cent. by corrosion, when 

ade of mild steel. Economy and. safety 
are the chief reasons for their adoption 
and the steadily increasing demand. Sev- 
eral roads are trying metal ties in the 
United States. The large timber areas of 
this country have heretofore made the tie 
question one of secondary importance. All 
practical railroad men now say that the tie 
of the immediate future must be of metal. 
Some practical, cheap, easily-manufact- 
ured tie will be the one adopted. | 

‘Three million five hundred thousand 
tons of stcel would be required annually 
toreplace with steel ties the wooden 
ones removed each year from railroad 
lines alone. 

The Iron Age gives the total steel

three and a half million tons annually,

What is Being Done on Prof. Lowe’s 
Mountain Road. 


A Trip to Echo Mountain—A Big Opera- } 


house Audience—People Coming 
and Goilng—Batch of 
Brevities,

It was, about 9:30 o'clock yesterday 
morning when a party composed of C. C. 
Brown, Prof. T. S. C. Lowe, Hon. C. T. 
Hills of Muskegon, Mich.; Hon., Wilder 
D. Stevens and son Forris de Ayre *Stevens 
of Grand Rapids, Mich., and the Pasadena 
representative otf THe Times, left for the 
top of Echo Mountain, half-way up the 
Sierra Madres. The outing had been ar- 
ranged by Mr. Brown in honor of his old- 
time Michigan friends Messrs. Hills and 

_ Stevens, both of which gentlemen are well- 
known capitalists, who are touring Califor- 
nia for health and pleasure, and who are 
at present guestsat the Raymond. Prof. 
Lowe graciously accepted an invitation to 
accompany the party to point out the in- 

teresting features along -the line of his 
mountain road, and the reporter went 
along to see what might be picked up in the 

‘way of news. If there is one subject that 
the Pasadena publicis more interested in 
than another, it is this railroad; hence it 
will be a pleasing bit of information to 
state at the outset that everything con- 
nected with the undertaking is in a highly 
prosperous condition, that work on 
line is progressing with surpris- 
ing rapidity, and that before many 
more weeks have elapsed, direct and 
rapid communication will have been es- 
tablished between the Altadena terminus 
of the Términal road and the site of the 
proposed splendid new hotel at the top of 
the long incline on the summit of Echo 
Mountain, over 3000 feet above sea level. 

The route and plan of the road, the elec. 
tric line trom Altadena to Rubio Cafion, the 


cable incline and the varied and magnif-. 


cent scenic attractions, have been described 
in such detail and’ so frequently that they 
require no further attention at this time. 
It can be safely said, however, that com- 
paratively few people have kept them. 
selves posted on the progress the road is 
making, and have-but a faintidea of what 
has already been accomplished in this stu- 
pendous undertaking. 

A pleasant drive of an hour brought the 
party to the mouth of Rubio Cafion, one of 
the most picturesque in this vicinity. Here 
the horses were left and the sextette pro- 
ceeded to walk up the cafion to the foot of 


the cable incline; following the course of 


thd electric railroad track. This section of 
the road is completed; with the exception 
of the poles and overhead wires. The road- 
bed and bridges are built insubstantial 
style and the route followed. will 
present a permanent testimonial to 
Mr. McPherson’s engineering skill. 
Walk of thréé-quatters ot a mile brought 
the party to the foot of the immense in- 
cline, where busy scenes are being enacted. 
A glance upward showed a construction car 
and a large force of men at work about 
one-fourth the way up. the incline, the 
track being completed that distance. Just 
at noon a bell was heard far up the morn. 
tain atthe top of the grade, and the car 
slowly and noiselessly descended to the 
bottom with its cargo of human freight,

reached by February 1, and by the Ist -of.} 


March Prof. Lowe hopes to have cars run. 
ning up what has been Happily designated 
Echo Mountain. 

The electric road ends and the cable in- 
cline starts inaspot that will certainly 

_ prove one of the most popular and inter- 
esting onthe line. Itisa natural amphi- 
theater, hollowed deepin the cafion. Pre- 
cipitous walls rise up on all sides. Be- 
neath trickles a stream of pure water, 
which combines with the dense foliage and 
mammoth trees in forming an ideal moun- 
tain retreat. Here an immense pavilion 
will be erected. Alunch room will be run 
in connection with it, a band of music will 
be in attendance, and on special occasions 
additional attractions in the shape of fire- 
works, etc., will be presented. Such a spot 
cannot fail to prove the favorite picnic re- 
sort of this section, when once it gets into 
working order. 

Having done full justice to an elaborate 
lunch provided by Prof. Lowe, but which 
included a mince pie of extraordinary ex- 
cellence by Mrs. C. C. Brown, the 
party walked down the cajion to the foot of 
the burro trail leading upthe mountain. 
Animals werein waiting, and three-quar- 
ters ofan hourlater the-travelers found 
themselves on Echo Mountain at the upper 
end of the incline, The clearness of the 
atmosphere allowed a wide expanse of vis 
sion, and the valley and the ocean beyond 
showed upin all their beauty. Here the 

‘interesting operation was observed of pull- 
ing a car up the incline by.means of a con- 
struction cable, the motive power being 
supplied by six horses, A force of menare 
at work leveling the summit of the knob, 
getting itin readiness for the foundation 
walls of the hotel. As soon as the cable 
cars begin running, work on this structure 
will be started. Before returning, a visit 
was made to the spring where the camp 
water is obtained. 
tiful little cafion about a mile north of the 
camp, and furnishés an abundant and 
never failing supply of clear water. The 
ascent and descent were enlivened by con-. 
versations held opposite echo rocks, where 
a survrising number vf echoes can be dis- 
tinctly heard. Arrived at the foot of the 
tratl, a construction car Was found waiting, 
on whichthe party enjoved a delightful 
ride by gravity down and out of the cafion. 
On the drive home the visitors were free 
to confess that the road presented one of 
the most remarkable engineering achieve- 
ments ever attempted, and that it will cer- 
em prove a great boon to this entire re- 
gion..

Hon, George L. Converse Gives an Inter- 
ee esting History of the Project. 

The Columbus Dispatch says that. 
George L. Converse delivered an inter- 
esting and instructive lecture in the hall 
of the Ohio House of Representatives, 
on the 6th of January, on government 
control of the proposed Nicaragua 
Canal. A large audience, consisting of 
mémbers and business men, Was present, 
and listened to the address with marked 
attention. The speaker was introduced 
by Senator Lampson, and said that the 
general public was aware of the failure 
of the Panama Canal, owing to the fact 
that the ditch filled with sand faster 
than De Lesseps’s engines could shovel 
it out. He said that the Pacific Coast 
was as much entitled to, accommoda- 
tions as any other section of the 
country. Under existing circumstances 
one of the finest and most productive 
sections of the country was practi- 
cally excluded from the markets for its 
valuable products, but the , comstruc- 
tion of the canal would have the effect 
of opening up the grain and lumber 
districts of California, Oregon and 
| Washington, which were among the 
|finest in the world. Mr. Converse 
showed how this canal would save from 


- four to ten thousand miles, which.meant 


a market for this product, less danger 
to commerce and life, and an almost un- 
told increase in wealth to the United 
States. While this is a country of 
peace, yet in the event of war our navy 
would be three times as eflicient as it is 
if this canal could be utilized. The 
canal route is 168% miles in length, 
with a fraction over twenty-six miles 
to construct. Lake Nicaragua, in the 
mountains, is sixty miles wide, and 125 
miles in length, and it is necessary to 
construct six locks. The greatest work 
to be done is through a sgjone mountain 
a distance of twoand a fraction miles, 
and to the depth of 148 feet. Another 
cut is to be §7 feetdeep and about 
one mile in length. As to finances, he 
said that engineers had estimated the 
total cost at $87,000,000, and the 
present company has expended $6,000,- 
000. Mr. Converse said it is estimated 
that. the tolls the first year would 
amount to 000,000.

As our 
colonies thrive and increase—for with them 
our chief ocean intercourse lies—so must 
the demand for shipping necessarily be- 
come greater, and there will always exist 
many branches of commerce in which sail-

} ployed than steamers.

Could a current be directed in a line with. 
out the medium of eonduetors thecom-. 
motion, horrer, dodging and dread that it. 
would cause would be sufficient to paralyze 
human energy and drive humanity off the 
face of the earth. It is, however, carried 
with comparative safety by the multiplic- 
ity of wires that are used in its transmis- 
sion over a large portion of the earth’s sur- 
face. In large cities like Baltimore it 
ramifies and intersects almost every thor. 
oughfare. 

Invisible and noiselessly it does it work 
~—the commotion it creates not being as 
great asthe arc lights that it brings into 
existence, the machinery it propels or the 
telegraph instruments that it operates, A 
curiouséubstance that can permeaté the 
densest piece of steel, stone or wood, it can 
yet be deflected with the frailest piece ot 


glass or other so called nonconducting ma- 


terials. For ‘some material it hasan af- 
finity, and will “jump” a considerable dis- 
tance to reach jit, while for. others it has 
such a repulsive hatred that it wiil not 
touch it under almost any circumstances. 
Electricians; however, say that ‘there is 
no material that. is. absolutely- a noncon- 
ductor, although in some the amount of 
the force taken up is so small as to be al- 
most imperceptible and does not in any 
perceivable degree interfge with the regu- 
lar current. That the electric current- 
erated from the dynamo or undiluted 
oi the clouds is dangerous to human 
ife is unquestioned. The currents used by 
the electric railways, despite the. theories 


| of Professor Francis Nipher, of the Wash- 


ington university, according to the state- 

ment of electricians, is fatal if come in con- 

tact with under ordinary conditions, and

The abiding place of the current appears 
to be the ground, and it takes the most 
direct route to get there whenever an op- 
portunity presents itself, and goes through 
a human body as quickly as an iron rod if 


_ occasion demands. This applies to all high 


tension wires used upon the streets. Where 


| they enter buildings for the purpose of in- 


candescent lighting appliances are at- 
tached to them to modify the force of the 


“current and render it comparatively harm- 


less. An expert on thesubject, in discussing 
the matter, stated that an indiviGual ona 
dry day with silk socks and good boots on 
might escape death when coming in con- 
tact with a high tension wire, but on a wet 
day he would not be liable toe The 
preventives and precautions ec by the 
electric companies to protect the linemen 
and other employces verify the statement. 
Under the regulation of the electric light 
and power companies no employee is al- 
lowed to ascend a telegraph pole unless he 
wears rubber boots—rubber being a non- 
conductor—and garries with him a safety 
belt. This belt is hooked around his body, 
and he fastens ip to the pole and begins op-. 


| erations. Should he come in contact with 


an exposed wire and receive a shock the 
belt will keep him from falling. A num-. 
ber of. linemen in this city owe their lives 
to this. safeguard, as it enables their com-. 
panions to remove them to the ground with 
comparative safety. This precautionary 
system is also used by the telegraph and 


“telephone companies. 


The wires used by the electric light com- 
panies are generally placed on the lower 
arms of the poles and are required by law 
to be heavily insulated. The operating 
wires of electric railways, while being 
placed.in the middle of the streets, are pro- 
tected by ‘‘guard wires.’’ These wires are 
intended to prevent such telephone and 
telegraph wires as may chance to fall from 
coming in contact with the electric wire 
itself—an occurrence very much dreaded 
by the telephone and telegraph companies. 

As the strongest.current will make a. 
break for the earth by way of thetel ph: 
or telephone wire to reach its destination, it 
would, if not arrested, go through the in- 
struments in the operating offices of those 
companies and burn them out. The com- 
panies, to guard against such accidents, | 
use what is called “lightning arresters,’”’ 
which are intended to avoid lightning as 
well as stray currents. Attached to-each 
wire in the central office of the Chesapeake 
Telephone company ‘is a No. 36 insulated 
wire that runs across a small piece of tine 
foil, held in its place by two small brass 
supporters at either end, one endof which 
connects with a ground ‘wire. 

While this little wirais large enough to 
pass a current sufficient for telephone pur- 
poges, a current of a higher power will in- , 
stantly burn it in two, and the intrudiiig 
current, instead of getting into the build- 
ing will take the ground wire for the 
earth. Thereis also a device of similar 
construction used by telephone companies 
that will ‘open the current’ and expose 
the breakage the first time an attenipt is 
made to use the telephone with which it is 
connected afterward. Thi’ places the pos- 
sibility of an accident at the minimum. 
Telephones in buildings are not so pro- 
tected, and hence an occasional stray cur- 
rent will. reach them. They are so con- 
structed, however, that no serious danger 
can result to the operator. It is said, how- 
ever, that an instance ison record where a 
man was killed by lightning when respond- 
ing to a telephone call. 

The telephone box comes out of such ‘or- 
deals without comparative injury, the ball 
coils, which are easily repaired, being 
about the only things damaged.  Tele- 
graph companies uge as lightning arresters

Caves ‘of Southern France Yield Proofs of 
Scores of Murders That Took Place fon” 
Remote Antiquity—Skulls of Women 
Testify to Man’s Brutality. | 


“Murder will out,” so it is said. . This 
"statement is not whdfly true, inasmnich as 
slayers of men. do in, a large proportion of 
instances escape unpunished and unde- 
tected. But.how. strange it seems that the 
science of the present day, actiug the de- 
tective’s part, should wnearth positive evi- 
dence of murders committed on individuals 
who died perhaps not less that 100,000 
ago. 

‘The of southern France, which 
once were occupied as dwellings by prime- 
val man, yield proofs of scoves of murders 
in most rethote antiquity. Those guilty 
of these crimes were doubtless indifferent 
to detection, inasmuch as in the early 
stages of human development there was 

no law save physical strength. In that 
oonk men gave way to their brutal pas- 
sions unrestrained. Women must have 


suffered then more than at any subsequent 


riod, owing totheir muscular inferiority. 

hat this is true is proved by evidence 
which has survived hundreds of centuries, 
for in the very caves referred to are dis- 
covered the-remains of many murdered 
women, testifying to the fact. 

In the famous cave of Cro-Magnon was 
found a woman’s skull with a cut in the 


forebead three irtthes long, evidently made | 


by a flint hatchet. ‘The weapon penetrated 
the frontal bone and caused deavh, but the 
yictim did not die immediately from the 
wound. She lingered for some weeks, at 
all events, as is shown by the fact that par- 
tial healing took place...In a cave at 
Sordes, among many human bones bearing 
scars, was dug up the skull of a woman 
with a gaping hole init. She must have 
been instantly killed. A similar skull of 
woman was found in a cave at Challes,. 
in Savoy, with a fracture that was unques-. 
tionably madé by a flint instrument. Of 
nineteen skulls obtained from a primeval 
sepulcher at Vatreal, two show traces of 
wounds inflicted by human hands..; One, 
that of a woman, has three fractures. Un-. 
questionably they were not all inflicted at: 
the same time, inasmuch as two of them. 
exhibit signs of healing. The unfortunate 
recovered from these, only to cum to 
a third blow. 

Unmistakably these ‘wom were mur- 
dered. But for their sex it might be sup- 
posed that they perished in fight, as did so 
many of the men, who lived in those times.. 
The struggle for existence among human 
beings then must have been fierce and 
bloody. They were hardly more than wild 
animals provided with artificial weapons 
and cunning of a superior order. Doubt- 
less their contentions were most frequently

ae of the strongest. One primeval 
sepulcher was found to contain the skele- 
tons of thirty men, all of them strongly 
made, piled closely, Together with the 
‘bones were seventy-three flint arrowheads 
and spearheads, which presumably were 
~~ sticking in- the bodies when they were in- 
terred. These must have been warriors 
who perished in some battle. Another 
cave at Gouryvan has yielded a number of 
crania and jaws, which were broken by. 


blunt weapons. Hundreds of other skele- | 


tons of the cave dwellers of antiquity have 
been unearthed in # similar condition, the 
bones in many cases being transfixed by | 
weapons of ‘flint, In one instance a skull 
contained three arrowheads, a fourth ar-— 
row being lodged betweer the vertebra. . 

In..fact thesecaves are filled with evi-- 
‘dence of homicidal struggles among the 
distant ancestors of the human beings of 
today. From the same sotirces proofs*are 
supplied that cannibalism prevailed in 
that distant epoch. Scattered. about the: 
ancient hearths where meals were cooked 
uncounted thousands of years ago, are ever. 
so many: bones of men, women and chil-: 
dren, bearing not only traces of fire, but’ 
the marks of instruments employed to split 
them lengthwise for the purpose of getting 
the: marrow. Particularly in winter . 
pritheval man was obliged to rely mainly: 
on flesh far food. -Never having conceived 
the notion of domesticating the horse, he: 
utilized animal 4.large extent as. 
an article of: diet. Reindeer, which were: 
then very: plentiful in southern Europe, . 
were likewise a favorite prey.. The re-. 
mains of 3,000’ rei have been discov- 
ered in a single cave. At Solutre, on a> 
hillside, the bones of not fewer than 40,000 
horses form accumulations which are 
known ta this day as the “horse walls.” 
ba y of: these equine bones show traces of 


self monarch of .creation, not hesitating to 
encounter contemporary wild beasts far 
more formidable than any which exist-now. 
Great cats twice the size of modey@™ Bengal 
tigers and proportionately ferocious were 
numerous. Mammoths, rhinoceroses and 
hippopotami roamed abroad. More terri- 
ble perhaps than any of these was the great 
ca¥e bear, double the size of the grizzly. 
With these bears, as well as with the 
mighty tigers and fierce hyenas, the people 
of that early period were compelled to dis- 
pute possession of the caves. That they 
did so successfully there is no doubt, as is 
proved by the thousands of gnawed ‘bones 
of bears and giant cats discovered in the 
caves. Mingled with the same sort of 
kitchen refnse are numerous shells of mol- 
lusks and bones of carp, trout, chub, tench 
and other fishes of species which now pop- 
ulate thé rivers and lakes of the same re- 
gion. ‘Fishhooks were made from bears’ 
boars’ tusks and flint. —Washington 
tar.

America’s Business Centers. | 

Itis upon the business ef transferring 
freight from one system te anether, from 
external to internal, or from land te water, 
er vice versa, that the growth of com- 
mercial cities largely depends, and as the 
mest advantageous location fer such 
“break of bulk’’ is at the head ef naviga- 
tion, enabling freights to be carried as far : 
as practicable by water, the cheapest 
known medium of transit, the locus of the 
city will be found at that peint farthest 
inland which can be reached: by ocean ves- 
sels of the deepest draft. 

But although water.is nonproductive of 
freight, it is a very convenient medium of 
transportation, and hence, wherever there 
exists a large body of productive land sur- 

rounding or contiguous toa navigable 
channel, there will be found the elements 
of a great emporium. Thas. London the 
metropolis of Great Britain, is not. at 
Land’s End, the point of En land nearest 
to the foreign commerce of world, but 
at the head of navigation of the River 
Thames; Paris is not on the sea, but on 
| the Seine, and so situated as to place it in 
the center of the most highly developed 
system of interior waterways in the world. 
Canton, Constantinople, Liverpool, Glas- 
gow, Antwerp and many other foreign 
cities might be cited in illustration of this 
principle. In our own country the same 
conditions prevail. Baltimore and Phila- 
delphia are at the head of navigation— 
New York and Chicago are wedded to- 
gether by a thousand miles of waterway, 
ateach extremity of which there must of 
necessity be.a break of bulk. 

Situated at the re-entrant angle of the 
coast, and having the great water artery 
draining the heart of the country flowing 
into her magnificent bays, New York has 
exceptional facilities for controlling inland, 
coastwise and foreign commerce, There is 


| one’ jink, however, which needs to be 


opened to render the southwestern com- 
merce more fully accessible, and that is 
the ship canal across New Jersey from 
Raritan bay to the Delaware river, and 
thence across the Delaware ‘peninsula to 
Chesapeake bay. 

! A review of the culties of the eleventh 
census shows that the twenty-eight cities 
in which the population exceeds 100,000 
are located at the stragetic points of trans- 
‘portation systems, and that with few ex- 
_ ceptions they are commercial gities, situ- 
ated upon navigable waters. It will also 
be observed that as a general rule these 
great centers of trade follow in the wake 
of immigration and are on the western side 
of the great waterways, as-well as at the 
‘points of water 
land carriage. 

Viewing the United States as & whole, it 
will be found to consist of four great 
_ transportation areas, namely, the regions 
tributary to the Atlantic, to the Pacific, 
to the lakes and to the gulf, and the strate 


where the lines of least resistance to traffic 
are most numerous. 

“In the center of the transmississippi re- 
gion, and equally distant from lake, gulf 
and ocean lies Denver, the hub of this 
great territory, from which ramify more 
than a dozen lines of railway reaching to
